And so, out of the strange twist 


taken by a shell-shocked mind, Toby 
Burke lives again. But "Joe Bond," 
the Tna-n he was durinig all those in- 
tervening years, is dead. 


Stranger Than Fiction 


So far as Toby Burke now is con- 


cerned, it might have been only last 
night that he walked out 
of his 


house to get some headache tablets 
at the corner drug store.

That is one reason why it is so 


dangerous to permit tinsisse^oed ra- 
dium to lodge Inside the 
human 


body as happened in the death of 
Eben 3T. Byers, the sportsman.. Ra- 
dium treatments cf all sorts aim to 
shield the body against all except 
one of its triple bombardment —the 
"flame" part of the discharge. 


This triplex 
radium 
action 
is 


known as Alpha. Beta and Gamma 
radiation. Ths first is a stream of 
Alpha partlc'es, the "sheHs" of the 
cannon,, which have been identified 
as the nuclei of helium atoms trav- 
eling with speeds up to 12,000 miles 
a second. 


These particles are supposed to be 


material, and to be composed of ths 
peculiar type of electrical charges 
bound together to form the nuclei of 
atoms. They are so heavy that they 
are used by scientists for bombard- 
ment of gases. This smashes some 
of the atoms in the. gas and results 
in profound chemical changes. 


The Beta rays from radium are 


electrons, extremely light, negatively 
charged electrical particles, which 
travel at the speed of light. They 
have been identified" by trails they 
leave in a. vapor chamber. 


Xo specially destructive 
effects 


have been- traced to the electron 
bombardment from radium. They 
correspond to shooting smoke parti- 
cles for miles out of a cannon. 


The Gamma rays correspond to 


the flame, and compared to the par- 
ticles forming- the other two kinds 
of radiation, are not material in na- 
ture. 


It is the Gamma, rays whici. pierce 


fairly thick lead and which travel 
beyond the shields in which radium 
is packed, .to exercise their cura- 
tive or .searing' effects on the hu- 
man body. These rays burn like fire, 
except that the appearance of the 
burn is long- delayed. If continued 
long enough they are capable of de- 
stroying any cell in the body. 


Physicians use Gamma rays for 


comparatively short 
periods, espe- 


cially to burn 
out body growths 


when the latter happen to be more 
susceptible 
to the 
burning 
than 


healthy flesh. 


When radium or truly radioactive 


substances gain entrance to the body 
without shields, the'Alpha particles 
and the Beta, rays add" their de- 
structive bombardment. The . first 
medically well-established results of 
human beings getting actual radium 
in the body in 
harmful 
amounts 


were reported" by Dr. Harrison S. 
Martland. of X"ewark. X. J.. in the 
cases of radium paint worker pois- 
oning.

project- 


Not one budget estimate was in-
